Dear Harold: 

A brief note to go with the enclosed and to clean up 
some odds and ends . 

In your 4/7/74 you refer to allegations of Post-CIA 
connections as if they were run in a story. We've seen none such. 
Not important, but if the Post ran one like that, it wasn't in the 
edition we receive, or, we overlooked it. In any case, I had 
assumed all along that ALL major newspapers have plants, as do 
a number of big wire service bureaus in my opinion. These are 
natural places for them to be, useful in more ways than one. 


In the same letter you discuss Nixon's game plan and 
make the excellent poibt that it will be much influenced by the 
degree of his real culpability and his estimate of how this can 
or must be handled. No dissent, of course. I'd add that a closely 
related factor also is present : the extent to which Haldeman is 
able to utilize his own knowledge. Among others, of course, but 
HRH has to be the big gun. Also in this respect, enclosed is a 
sbbry from the l4apr74 Examiner (Chicago Sun Svc) which figures 
Nixon as relying on fighting his battle in the contempt of 
Congress area rather than on substantive matters such as obstruction 
of justice. Sounds very plausible. 


Waif: Agree. A possible connection with the big deal 
down there had occurred to us, but without a single thing pointing 
toward it except for the general circumstances of time and place 
— and reticence. One possibility: could her baby-sitter have 
cooked this rap up in order to get her out of circulation ? 

Y 0 U 3 now have sent us several copies of memos to Lesar 
and/or yourself regarding some big new threat that has developed. 
Don't explain this further, because there is nothing we can con- 
tribute, but an some way you have not included the central facts 
and if we don't respond it's simply because we aren't sure we 
understand enough to do so. We gather that the big man and the 
man of the cloth are the same person and that he scared hell out 
of somebody in Memphis or Nashville with threats that do seem 
intended to reach you. Also that you are much concerned that Bud 
doesn't blow the whole thing aided and abetted by Turner. We 
understad that far and are not iHxdxgSsRHBk indifferent. 

Again, we hope your trip turned out well.
